I heard 
President 
Truman's 


speech from Alexandria, Va., as 
rebroadcast last night on the oc- 
casion of the anniversary of George 
Washington's birth — 'and f thought 
it was one of his best performances 


Some of his critics kid the presi- 


dent because his bifocal glasses 
give him trouble in reading a pre- 
pared speech — but what he said 
at Alexandria yesterday was clear 
and concise. 


He reminded his fclow Americans 


that in the person of Soviet Russia 
we have today an enemy just as 
tyrannical, implacable, and land- 
hungry, as was the British king 
against whom Washington and his 
Colonials rebelled. 


The fact that this danger today is 


a physical, geographical danger— 
rather than a mere 
ideological 


preachment of Communism—was 
•the point Mr. Truman drove home. 


His speech, it seemed to me, rec- 


onciled the average American to 
the fact that our generation must 
'continue to support heavy govern- 
mental expenses as far as national 
defense is concerned—until Russia 
either changes her mind and joins 
the family of'nations or dies like 
a lone wolf.

The idea is to keep 
the Yugoslav economy from being 
strangled by a trade boycott led 
by Russia. 


American officials said the loan 


—which would be this country's 
second to Marshal Tito since 
he 


broke with Moscow — would be 
relatively small. It might be $10,- 
000,000 or $15,000,000, to be Used 
for the purchase of U. S. cotton, 
petroleum and other u r g e n tly" 
needed raw materials. 


They said that amount still would 


be extremely helpful to YugoslVia 
in its present economic plight.' 


Confidential reports to the state 


department indicate there is dan- 
ger of unemployment in Yugoslav 
textile mills and other industries 
unless Tito gets financial help in 
a hurry. 


The Russian-led trade boycott has 


cut off more than 5 per cent of 
Yugoslavia's trade 
with 
outside 


countries, 
including • • imports. 'Of 


goods and materials required 
for 


day-to-day operation. 


These reports hav? spurred con- 


sideration of a new loan frorn the 
U. S. Export-Import bank. 


The state department believes it 
is essential to keep Tito in power 


as a symbol of resistance to Mos- 
ow domination. Nevertheless, top 
ifficlals 
were 
considerably' an- 


noyed by his unexpected blast at 
he Western democracies last week- 
nd. 
In a public speech, 
Tito 
chal- 


enged the West to make good on 
ts "promises" of economic aid. 
He added 
definantly that 
Yugo- 


slavia would "rather go barefoot' 
;han sacrifice its Communist prin- 
cipiles in return for outside aid. 


State department officials 
com- 


mented that Tito was never prom- 
sed anything except "sympathetic 
consideration" for

The Tito speech was seen as one
